MUTUAL AID RESPONSE PROCEDURES

Eliminate last sentence in paragraph one ,“2 hr.” clause, to be consistent with CFAA.

The Protecting Party will not be required to reimburse the Supporting Party for initial attack
actions taking place in these areas within the first 12 hours (as identified in the Agreement)
following initial dispatch of suppression resources. All assistance beyond this "Mutual Aid"
period will be assistance by hire and will be billed retroactively for the full period from the time
of initial dispatch. The Department further agrees to send resources outside their boundaries,
inside the Mutual Threat Zone (into the National Forest) for 2 hours before assistance by hire
is initiated.
